THE CLOSED CAMPAIGN 


A Bit of History 


In the issue of the Townsman of 
November 5, 1900, attention was 
called in this column, under the head- ‘ 
ing, “The. Evolution in Essex 
County,” to the “success” which the 
defeated candidate for Governor at 
last Tuesday’s election had realized 
in his attempts to dominate Repub- 
lican politics in Essex County, The 
words are rather significant and will 
bear repeating. After reviewing the 
votes secured by leading Républican 
candidates in Essex County in pre- 
vious. years to that time, in which 
the Republican strength had fallen 


off about twenty per cent (and since 
then twenty per cent more), the fol- 
lowing words were used: 
“Congratulations to Mr. Gard- 

ner upon his efficient work; but 
woe betide the party, to which 
the writer is just as loyal as is 
Mr. Gardner, if it is to continue 
to stand for such arrogenee 2am ' 
impudence as have in recent 
years marked the control:of it by 
the Congressman from the sixth 
district! Why should he include 
in his abuses the Andover Towns- 
man? It is hot published in his 
congressional district. We know 
why; because he wishes to con- - 
trol this section of the state just 
as he ‘has .controlled his own 
section. so long; because he would 
attempt to dominate newspapers 
in this end of the county as he 
has in his own end; because in 
brief. his purpose is to be the czar 
of Eastern Massachusetts and in 
that role ultimately hold the 
place now occupied by his honor- 
able and distinguished father-in- 
law. Let us say to Mr. Gardner 
that he can’t do it. Let us say 
to him that it will be better that 
Essex County. sliould cast a 
10,000 Democratic majority than 
that it should continue to yield 
itself to such tactics in politics, 
such intemperance -in language, 
such outrage in conduct as have 
marked the last few years of his 
attempted domination.” 

A great deal has happened. since 
the above was written.: .The first 
steps towards the succession of Mr. 
Gardner to the position now occu- 
pied by Senator Lodge was decided 
upon a short time ago, to be worked 
out. through his election as Governor 
of Massachusetts. The result of the 
election last Tuesday has. probably 
led those who had mapped out this 
line of progress, to choose a new 
path upon which they must travel if 
they would secure the ultimate goal. 
Mr, Gardner is not henceforth avail- 
able timber for the governorship of 
Massachusetts. 

That he has ability is universally 
conceded, but the use of that ability 
in the public service would better 
hereafter be confined to caring for 
the interests of the congressional 
district upon which he has such a 
strong hold. If he has learned the 
léssons from his past two months’ 
experience that should teach to him 
the value of co-operation in political 
action, and the value of stability in 
political opinion, and some of the 
other important lessons that the ‘most 
efficient pwhblic servant should learn, 
there is yet for Mr. Gardner a gen- 
erous amount of public service which 
he may perform for fhe people of 
Massachusetts. The opportunity for 
that service may ultimately lead him 
to succeed his distinguished father- 
in-law. This, however, is a very far 
cry in-the campaign which must care- 
fully be considered for rebuilding the 
Republican party. The immediate 
need is for Mr, Gardner to forget 
his ambitions, and for. all other men 
to forget their ambitions, all thor- 


rehabilitating the Republican party 
‘~ Massachusetts into the position 
where it rightfully belongs. 


Hatfield the Gentleman 


For some time we have believed, 
and have not been slow in express- 
ing the opinion, that it was unwise 
to continue Mr. Hatfield as chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, 
hut, with nany other men in the 
commgnwealth who have seen what 
he has passed through during the 
past few months, we are going to 
take off the editorial hat to him at 


this time and thank him for his 
courteous, honest, persistent and con- 
sistent attitude in the trying time 
through which he has just passed. 
Charles E. Hatfield will not retire 
from his position with many victories 
to his credit, and we are not, sure 
that there is a single one which the 
public will grant to him unless it be 
that one which he has just won in 
making secure for himself the title 
of the true gentleman afd the further 
title of a gentleman who stood his 
ground and won a victory for “po- 
litical organization.” Have we real- 
ized quite how big a victory this is? 
If not, let’s think for a moment how 
ineffective has been the candidacy of 
two of the candidates for Governor, 
who ignored organization and tried 
to work out political salvation as in- 
dividuals. The Republican party, the 
Democratic party, and ,the Progres- 
sive party owe a debt of gratitude to 
Mr. Hatfield for performing a splen- 
service té good government 
through his stand for party respon-

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Now for Real Rebuilding 


Speaking at the Essex outing, in 
opening his: campaign for Governor, 
Augustus Peabody Gardner  an- 
nounced that he rejoiced that he had 
had a part in the destruction of the 
Republican party. If he were to fol- 
low that same thought in a public 
address at the present moment, he 
could very properly claim the same 
sort of satisfaction over his success 
in finishing the work of destruction, 
so efficiently performed under his 


leadership during the past three 
weeks, culminating in the’ election 
by the Democrats of a Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, every executive 
officer, a majority of the Governor’s 
Council, and an even division of the 
State Legislature. 


If the result of Tuesday means the 


entire overthrow of the Gardner pro- 
frietorships of the Republican party 
in Massachusetts, then it is one of 
the best jobs that has been done for 
many a day. Bitter as the dose is, 
to men who believe in Republican 
principles, who Yejoice in the past 
success, of the party, and who be- 
lieve it has a great mission to per- 
form as a constructive organization, 
it has its compensating features in 
the opportunity it will give to the 
teal supporters of Republican prin- 
ciples, to begin at the bottom here 
in Massachusetts and build on a new 
and firm foundation, a new Republi- 
can. party in the state. 

Never in the history of the state 


has there been witnessed such a dis- 


play of egotistical proprietorship, de- 
manding its own way, brushing aside 
every factor which had the temerity 
to disagree, riding rough-shod over 
opposing principles and ideas, as the 
State has witnessed during the cam- 
paign now closed.

Governor Foss 


The vote for Governor Foss on 
Tuesday represented the call of only 
a small portion of those who would 
have liked to see him continue as 
Governor.. Many men went. into the 
election of Tuesday with the fixed 
purpose to. defeat the ambitions of 
three of the other candidates, but it 
was not ‘possible to focus this desire 
upom any one man. 

On the Republican. side there were 
thousands who felt that the success 


of the Progressive party meant the 
destruction of a long organized and 
heretofore splendidly conducted re- 
sponsible party. They had hoped 
there would be a Republican leader 
standing for principles around which 
they might rally. They were disap- 
pointed in the outcome of the prim- 
ary; they knew the character of the 
man who had been selected to head 
the Republican ticket, and they con- 
cluded that the quickest possible 
return to, Republican control in 
Massachusetts, lay through the suc- 
cess of the Demag ticket. As an 
evidence of this trefid the entire vote 
of the western part of the state, 
showing a tremendous falling off in 
the vote for Gardner from that given 
to Walker last year, furnishes abund- 
ant proof, 

Thousands of other Republicans 
believed that the Democratic party 
should not be in control, and they 
could not see any other way in which 
the defeat of Mr. Walsh could be ac- 
complished than by voting for the 
man who appeared to be the strong- 
est man in the race ‘among his oppo- 
nents, and in this way the vote for 
Mr. Bird was swelled very greatly. 
We believe. these two factors repre- 
sent nine-tenths of the excess. votes 
secured by both Messrs. Bird and 
Walsh. : 

Governor Foss will go out of of- 
fice on January 1, with the shadow 
of this present defeat entirely lost 
sight of in the light of the splendid 
record of service’ accomplished in 
his three years as the state’s chief 
executive. This is no time to review 
his work. Many of his friends will 
wish he had not been a candidate 
for re-election, but he is a man who 


‘does not take advice from his friends 


along these lines. He makes up his 
own. mind, and works out his own 
plans. He maintains a cheerful dis- 
position, and the most generous 
measure of optimism always con- 
trols both his opinions and his action.

Nov. ro Set “> Fire Prevention 


Governor Foss has . designated 
November to as Fire Prevention Day 
and asked the citizens of Massachu- 


setts tascentre their attention on that 


day upon the work of diminishing 
fire risks. This was the governor’s 
proclamation: 

Last year, upon the fortieth anni- 
versary of the Boston fire of 1872; 
I designated a day to be known as 
Fire Prevention Day; and now, in 
the belief that the annual observance 
of such a day will promote the public 
safety, I hereby designate and set 
apart Monday, November ro, as Fire 
Prevention Day. 

On that day all grounds and build- 
ings, both public. and private, should 
be inspected and fire risks removed. 
Cellars, and particularly furnace 
rooms, should be cleared of inflam- 
defective pipes, flues 
and chimneys should be repaired. 

Owners and tenants of mills, shops 
and factories are urged to take steps 
for the protection of their employees 
against fire, and to furnish adequate 
fire escapes and facilities for fighting 

re. 

During the past four years there 
have been over twenty-six thousand 
fires in Massachusetts, the annual 
number increasing from six thou- 
sand in 1910 to seventy-four hundred 
in 1912. 
four years has. been over thirty-five 
million dollars, the annual loss reach- 
ing its maximum last year of nine 
ann four hundred thousand dol- 
ars, 

During this period the total value 
of property damaged by fire was 
over five hundred thousand dollars. 

Last year, also, thirty-two hundred 
forest fires were recorded, involving 
a very heavy loss to owners and se- 
rious risk to adjacent communities. 
Over seventy per cent of these fires, 
upon investigation, were attributed 
to. carelessness; and thirty per cent 
to steam railroads, 

I therefore urge that public atten- 
tion be centered, if only for one day 
each year, upon thé work of dimin- 
ishing fire risks, furnishing more ade- 
quate precautions against fire and 
more effective apparatus for fighting
